tem of pipes laid six feet under- 
ground.

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Student Enrolment Cut 
As Veterans Vanish 



A decrease in enrolment has been 
noted in most of the colleges and 
universities throughout Canada and 
the United States, nils down>yard 
trend in enrolment In; Canaidian 
uniyërstticiihas been announced 
reccnti^^Hoh. Milton F. Gregg, 
Minister of Labour. 

The Minister stated that the num- 
ber of students who graduated this 
year was 2,000 below the total of 
graduates' ot 1950. This was ex- 
pected however due to the fact that 
the large veteran classes have al- 
ready graduated. ^ 

Dr. Raymond Walters, president 
of the University of Cincinnati, and 
nationally known statistician of 
higher education announced that 
75 per cent of 402 approved- Ameri- 
can colleges and. universities have 
reported a decrease in the registra- 
tion of full time students, this term. 
• Dr. Walters attributes this partly 
to the absence of veteran 'freshmen 
this year and partly to the low 
birthrate of the Nineteen Thirties. 

Dr. Walters explained that the 
decline in enrolment In most of the 
American Institutions for higher 
lcarning>rang^^^^^ to v 14 per

The Hon. Milton F. Gregg re- 
ported that the onnuai number of 
all graduates with bachelor degrees 
or the equivalent, had risen from 
below 4,000 in 1920 to above 18.000 
in 1050. The sharpest rist; was in 
the postwar years 1045-1050. It w:is 
anticipated that the ■ downward 
trend would continue to about II,- 
000 1|) lOâb^whcn a slight upwnrd 
trend, the normal long term trend, 
might be expected.; . ' 

The annual nitmber of engineer- 
ing graduates had risen from about 
400 in 1921. to approximately 3,600 
In 1050. It was estimated that this 
figure would decline to about 1,100 
In 1955, then a gradual Increase 
might be expected to reach about 
1,200 in 1060, the Minister stated. 

The Hon. Milton Gregg explained 
that In dealing with figures for 
engineers there was a danger of 
overlooking the fact that the em- 
ployment market varied consider 
ably between branches of engineer- 
ing. As examples he cited mining 
engineering as a branch which 
would be likely to have a shortage 
of graduates In the next few years 
while electrical engineering, which 
had been the most popular choice 
of veteran students, appeared more 
likely to show a slight surplus for 
the time being.

"Whereas It Is expedient that 
University students ai daily us- 
ers ot street cars and buses, be 
granted the privilege ot paying 
low - and reasonable fares for 
transportation, Irrespective - ot 
their age, and should enjoy the 
same treatment as ordinary schol- 
ars. - 

' "We request the Montreal 
Tramway Commission to decree 
the extension of the reduced 
car fares (7 tickets for $.25) to 
all bona fide University stu- 
dents".

Symons pointed to the "obvious 
need"," for faculty advice and sup- 
port and "at limes, even guidance 
from the lack of which, he said. 
NFCUS' has suffered In the' past,

undergraduate to take more inter 
est in inlernational affairs." To 
date, NFCUS has shown mtercst in 
only national affairs. 

Canadian IS S Administrative 
Committee Chairman Prof. L. E. M. 
Lynch of St. Michael's College ex- 
pressed the ISS attitude to the pro 
posed amalgamation as "highly fav- 
orable." 

Such a merger, Prof. Lynch said, 
would show NFCUS the realities of 
the international situation. "You 
gain benefits, and incur ^obliga- 
tions," he said," "which murttbefre' 
alized," He cautioned NTCUS 
against a too-hasty^ Judgment in 
favor of .theiproposal. "Look care 
fully liito'liie' principles of ISS." ho 
said, "before accepting them." 

Allhough Prof. Lynch said he was 
largely in favor of amalgamation, 
not co-operation, and "on the whole, 
most sympathetic to the proposal" 
he suggcstedj^thej^elegates ask 
themselves If *NFCUS*would gain 
bj; entering a union having Faculty 
and graduates in its membership 
He also warned the delegates they 
would have to take into account the 
possibility of a hostile attitude on 

to Join ^n^rganjzatlon T headed b^r 
students.
